PERTINENT TOPICS 

D1SCU8SED BY H.C. 

Valid reasons could be advanced 
for-the neutrality of Turkey, Spain, 
Switzerland and Sweden—they were 
too near Germany to be comfortable 
and v too weak to be self-assertive. 
There is no'reason and no good ex¬ 
cuse forXthe neutrality of Eire. and 
•tae Argentine. -So long as Britain 
and the United States stood, their 
security was guaranteed. There nev¬ 
er was a war in which the prepond¬ 
erance of right was so apparent on 
one side and the burden of guil^ 
so heavy on the other, yet those two 
countries not only held alo oL^b ut 
allowed themselves to be used by 
the arch malefactors against the 
cause of justice and the welfare of 
mankind. If the Nazis are to be 
punished for their crimes Eire and 
Argentine should be punished for 
aiding and abetting. It does- not 
need to be positively punitive—make 
them stand' aloof iji peace as they did 
in. War. 


Some writer has written that the 
reason the Italians did not fight well 
is that they weren’t mad at anybody. 
They certainly had no reason to be“ 
mad at the Britislf or the French or 
the American, but they have good 
cause to be mad at the Germans. 
They may not fight very well even 
now, because the conflict in Italy is 


to some extent a civil war, for while 
they are fighting people they hate 
they may nave to fire on their own 
countrymen who. because they were 
caught in territory occupied by Ger¬ 
mans, have to obey the commands of 
their late Duce who is nefw a serf of 
Hitler. It is a hateful positioh to be 
in, and due allowance therefor should 
be made. 

We do not hold with those who 
object to them being given the sta¬ 
tus of co-belligerents. To say the 
Badoglio declaration of war can do 
no good to us is to ignore the dam¬ 
age it does to the prestige of the 
Axis. Germany and its satellites and 
Japan aie 1 not likely to forget. Hit¬ 
ler’s repeated boasts of being joined 
together with hooks of steel. The 
Axis members were not joined at all. 
Japan never declared war against 
Russia, and Italian token troops 
were of noaise in the eastern front, 
Sb Hitler finds himself alone in the 
hooks of steel (Stalin). 

Nor do We hold with those who 
apprehend calamitous clashes among 
the Big Four of the United Nations 
after the war. That there will be 
clashes is as certain as the repeti¬ 
tiousness of history.Compare line-up 
in thts war with that of 1914-18, and 
you find Japan, Italy and Roumania 
who were with us then against us 
now. while Turkey, against us then, 
is a benevolent peutral now. In the

Feeding Poultry 
In Winter Time 

The poultry keeper should ensure 
that his poultry houses are clean, dis¬ 
infected andveotn fort able. For best 
production birds should have adequate . 
balanced ration. 

The following ha been recommend¬ 
ed as an “all farin’’ ration tliat has 
; iven satisfaction: 

Oats, wheat, b:mry in equal,parts. 
Grind part of this and hopper-feed as 
a mrtffi keeping it before the birds at 
all limes. Use the same materials as a 
scratch grain, feeding this more 
heavily in late afternoon or just be¬ 
fore the bird.' go to roost. Keep dark 
green, good quality alfalfa or clover 
hey in rack where the birds can 
teach it. Alfnlfa is preferable, if 
available, and if the hay is soaked in 
small lots,, (seven to ten pounds per 
one hundred hens per day), it is sur¬ 
prising the amoufit they will eat. 
With this ration skim milk or buttef- 
milk only should l*r used as drink. 
This will requre about one gallon per 
day for each 25 or 30 hrds. Milk must 
he used to supply necessary protein 
and if water is given the birds will not 
ton *r~o sufficient milk. 

Shell mil grit must also be supplied 
Cull frequently and dispose of the 
free boarder and unprofitable birds.

next war there will be similar 
changes in the line-up, unpredictable 
now, but while Russia promises to 
be a difficult customer to deal with 
we do not expect it will assert itself 
except in what it regards as its own 
immediate sphere of influence. 

In those adjacent latitudes we 
shall have to give Russia sdme lati¬ 
tude, but we do not apprehend that 
it will seriously threaten the integ¬ 
rity of Britain, America or China. 
While Russians have fought valiant¬ 
ly on their oym soil there is nothing 
to show that they would do the 
same in foreign enterprises and we 
do not believe Russian sailors would 
ire a match for British or American 
sailors.

God 
knows the Greeks have good cause 
to resent Allied leniency to their 
cowardly, treacherous enemy, but 
the Allies have to win the war not 
against Italy alone but Germany and 
Japan and if they can use Italy to 
that end they would be foolish not to 
do so. The Greeks can rely upon the 
condition that what happens to Italy 
will depend on what Italy does 
henceforth.

A WORD OF CAUTION 

TO MEN OF MILITARY AGE 
AND TO THEIR EMPLOYERS 

V 

National Selective Service Civilian Regulations authorize the 
Minister of Labour to require that male employees furnish 
their employers with evidence that they have not failed to 
comply with National Selective Service Mobilization 
Regulations (l.e.» the Military Call-Up). 

It is intended that an order will be issued shortly, requiring 
employers to carry out the necessary check on their male 
employees, and to report any men who do not produce the 
required evidence of compliance. 

The check up will cover every male employee who has 
reached the age of 18 years and six months and has not 
reached his 38th birthday. The man will have to show 
evidence in one of the following forms i— 


(a) A man discharged from the Armed 
Forces following service during the 
present war should have his discharge 
certificate. A discharged man who has 
not a certificate should apply for one in 
the following manner:— 

Army—District Officer Commanding, 
Military District in which 
discharge took place. 

Air—Records Office, R.C.A.P. Head¬ 
quarters, No. 5 Temporary 
Building, Ottawa, Ont. 

Navy—Secretary of Naval Board, 

\ Ottau-a, Ont. 

(b) A man who has responded to a direction 
front a Registrar of a Divisional Mobili¬ 
zation Board, to report for medical 
examination under Mobilization Regu¬ 
lations, should have either a certificate 
of unfitness Or an order for postpone¬ 
ment of military training from the 
Divisional Registrar. (A man entitled 
to either document who has lost his 
copies should immediately apply to the 
Divisional .Registrar who issued the 
original, for a duplicate.) 

(c) A man who has been rejected on appli¬ 
cation for voluntary enlistment in the 
Army since the beginning of the war, 
should have a certificate showing that 
be Was rejected through medical unfit¬ 
ness. (If a man entitled to such a 
certificate does not possess it, he should 
apply to the District Military Head¬ 
quarters of the District in which he 
applied fdr enlistment, in order to pro¬ 
cure the necessary form.) 

(d) A man in tile designated classes who has 
not reached his 38th birthday, who was 
married as at July 15th, 1940, or who, 


having been married before that date, 
is a widower with children, must be 
prepared to furnish evidence, such as a 
marriage certificate or birth certificate 
of a child, to show that he was married 
before July 15th, 1940, and that he is 
now either married or is a widower 
with children. • 

(e) A man who has reported for enrolment 
in the Army under an Order—Military 
Training issued under the Mobilization 
Regulations and who has been rejected 
should have a certificate showing be 
was rejected through medical unfitness. 
If a man entitled to such certificate 
does not possess it, he should apply to 
the District Officer Commanding the 
Milit^ty District in which he was 
rejected) 

(f) (i) A man who is not subject to the 
Mobilization Regulations because he is 
an enemy alien who has not made 
application for naturalization may 
obtain a certificate from a registrar of 
his Divisional Mobilization Board indi¬ 
cating that the Mobilization Regula¬ 
tions do not apply to him and such 
certificates must be obtained by all 
such enemy aliens t 

(il) A,man who is an alien and neither 
» national of Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
The Netherlands, Norway, Poland, the 
United States nor Yugoslavia and has 
not applied for naturalization may be 
relieved of his duty, under Mobilization 
Regulations, but he gives up his right 
to future Canadian citizenship after 
the war; where such men have applied 
for such relief and been granted such 
status, certificates will be issued by 
registrars in appropriate cases. 


This caution is issuad to facilitato compliance with tho order 
which is proposed. A reasonable interval will be allowed to 
permit men to provide themselves with whatever document, 
os referred to above, they may be entitled to hold. 

Employers are requested to give notice of this proposal 
to their ,male employees\ to facilitate the operation qf 
the order when issued.

On oats and barley the price 
per bushel to be charged the 
eastern farmer is the ceiling 
price (or the cash price if it is 
lower), basis in store at Fort 
William or Port Arthur. 


GOVERNMENT SUBSIDIES AVAILABLE 

As announced by the Dominion Government, the subsidy ol 4 
10c per bushel on oats and I 5c per bushel on barley applies 
on oats and barley sold by any western farmer to a farmer or 
feed dealer east of Fort William-Port Arthur. Special appli¬ 
cation must be made to the Canadian Wheat Board, Winnipeg, 
in order to secure payment. Special forms for this purpose 
will be provided by the Canadian Wheai Board on request. 
These subsidies will also be paid on community sales between 
farmer and farmer in western Canada, provided the farmer 
delivers the grain over an elevator scale and meets other 
requirements of the Wheat Board.

New Discoveries 
New Treatment 

Strides in Medical Science in New 

Drugs and Uses. Talk at U.F.W. 

A. by Mrs. Earl Goodwin 

“New drugs and some of their uses” 
was the subject of an informative talk 
given to the U.F.W.A. by Mrs. Earl 
Goodwin and this was the main pro¬ 
gram feature. 

During the business . session some 
time was .given to discussion of some 
new meeting place, and plans for the 
annual Christmas banquet. Tea hos¬ 
tesses for the day were Mrs. J. Noble, 
Mrs. Rasmussen, Mrs. R. Horrell and 
Mrs. J. L. SexSmith. 

Mrs. Goodwin in her talk gave spe¬ 
cific instances of the tremendous pro¬ 
gress made in developing uses for 
new drugs, with particular references 
to treatment given in war- areas. 

“The sulf&drugs” she said, “are still 
headlines in the prevention of infec¬ 
tion. They have saved thousands of 
lives that wound infections would 
have claimed in former days. In the 
services every M.O. has quantities of 
the sulfa drug ready in powder form 
and tablets—the powder to dust in 
wounds, and the tablets to be taken by 
ir.outh. Every soldier and airman has 
it hia kit a small box of tablets, with 
instruction for «ue if wounded. It was 
thanks to the sulfa drug that Winston 
Churchill recovered in almost record 
time from pneumonia.” 

In the last war, she said, tetanus 
was a problem to medical science. It 
is particularly prevalent in richly 
ni{mured country. As the last war pro¬ 
gressed there were improvements in 
treatment of dirt-ir.fected wounds.-but 
on the west front there were 2000 
cases of tetanus in which half the 
patients died. Now that the troops are 
inoculated with tetanus and immun¬ 
ized. After Dieppe, for instance, out 
of GOO wounded Canadians in a certain 
English hospital, not one developed 
tetanus. 

Science has developed another drug, 
“penicillin,’’ even more amaxing than 
thr sulfas, a most powerful germ kil¬ 


ler. It is extracted from cheese mold, 
uniortunately insufficient to bring 
large quantities. Chemists must grow 
the mold in flasks, extract the fluid, 
and from it obtain the yellow magic. 
This is a long and involved process, 
and may later be produced syntheti¬ 
cally. it is particularly effective in 
bone infection and osteomyelitis, and 
so tar has been used almost exclusive¬ 
ly for armed forces. Every gram al¬ 
lotted to civilians is most carefully 
distributed. The first time this was 
used in Alberta was for treatment re¬ 
cently of a young woman of Hardisty. 

“Of great interest today is blood 
theurapy and blood substitutes,” said 
Mrs. Goodwin. "Severe hoemmorr- 
Lnges and shock ere most important 
usts. The blood of healthy donors is 
sen; to the Connaught laboratories of 
University of Toronto where it is pre¬ 
pared and made into plasma. It can 
be stored for months as a liquid, and 
when frozen or dried to a powder can 
be kept indefinitely, always readily 
available. Since it contains no blood 
cells, it can be given to a patient of 
any blood type. It is an ideal emer¬ 
gency substitute for whole bjood. In 
case of severe bums, it is the plasma 
vh;ch is lost that causes shock, and 
so the indicatioa is for'plasma rather 
than whole blood. In cases of severe 
shock and hoemmorrhage plasma can 
be given at once and a transfusion of 
wnole blood late^when the right don¬ 
or is secured. Recently another excit¬ 
ing chapter opened in this work when 
it was found that animal plasrpa.can 
be processed and made possible for 
human use, a most promising advance 
since animal plasma would be limit- 

TcfiT’ 

Hums are a most common type of 
injury in this war. As experienced 
workers are absorbed in factories; as 
there are more planes in the sky, the 
accident rate rises. A single type of 
tientment applicable to all types and 
degrees of hums, would therefore 
simplify the problem. Under very 
recent developments burns, formerly 
fatal, will be cured, without disfigur¬ 
ing scars, puckered skin, useless fing¬ 
ers. It has been quite in order that 
the Sulfa drugs should be tried out 
with bums. An emulsion of 5% sul- 
phathiaiola waa tried first on minor 


burns with satisfactory results. A 
description of the treatment given by 
the speaker, indicated the simplicity 
of the dressing, relieving constant 
changing of dressings, and reducing 
suffering. By the method in recertt 
piactice, deep bums can lie grafted 
by the 14th day, thus cutting down 
the period of waiting. It is believed 
that the sulpha treatment will obviate 
skin grafting and p'astic surgery in 
all but very extreme cases. 

Treatment of actual bums, however 
is secondary. Shock provides a prob¬ 
lem that must be treated immediately 
as in the first few days more patients 
are likely to die of shock than from 
the burn itself. Now blood transfus¬ 
ions or injection of plasma are given 
immediately, as stundard treatment, 
averting shock. 

Mrs. Goodwin concluded with prac¬ 
tical advice on home treatment of 
minor bums. Second degree hums 
(those that blister) should be treated 
if possi.ble by the doctor. 

New Food Contract 
With Britain Due 

New food contracts with Britain are 
now being arranged. Contracts us¬ 
ually are worded so that the Dominion 
agrees to supply Britain with not le6S 
than a stipulated amount, leaving it 
open to ship additional amounts if 
available. 

Canada is seeking to supply 675 
million pounds of bacon this year, and 
it is unlikely that the amount will be 
greatly increased by commitments,

Too Eager For Peace

W'e were tired of war in 1918, as we 
are tired of war in 1943. The relief 
from the lifted threat tends to soften 
our determination now, as it was soft¬ 
ened them.
